2 installing a device Jariver to perform file operations; and 

3 recording, by the nevice driver, changes to the source file set. 

1 7. The metnod of claim 1 wherein the identifying step comprises: 

2 receiving a manifest describing changes to the source file set.

2 calling a script. /

6 (d) a transmitter for transmitting the changed files to a web cache server.
